EXPLOSION CAUSE 
STILL A MYSTERY 


Heart Rending Scenes As 
Bodies of Loved Ones 
Are Brought Up. 


By the Associated Press. 
KEMMERER, 
Wyo., 
Augf. 15.— 
Ninety-one bodies had been recover­ 
ed this morning from the depths of 
the illfated Frontier Mine, where 134 
m iners were entombed by an explo­ 
sion yesterday morning, according to 
announcem ent this morning by J. D. 
Quealy, vice president and 
general 
m anager of the K em m erer Coal Com­ 
pany, ow ner of the mine. 
W ork was resumed this morning to 
recover the bodies of other miners, 
believed to num ber nine, who are 
thought to be dead in the mine. 
Thirty-four miners were 
rescued 
alive from the mine yesterday. 
The vice-president’s announcem ent 
was issued today atte r check up on 
the num ber of men who were work­ 
ing in the mine. The revised figures 
showed definitely that 134 men were 
in the mine when the blast occurred, 
it was announced. 
No official statem ent has been is­ 
sued by the company as to the rea­ 
son for the disaster. 
Rescue crews worked throughout 
th e night in their efforts to reach the 
other bodies and will not relax until 
all have been recovered ofiicials said.

Disastrous as was the loss of life, 
the interior of the mine was only 
slightly wrecked and rescue workers 
who plunged into the smoke-filled 
passageways early yesterday, were 
hampered but little by debris.

clear away a cave in, which had 
buried six mine cars and beyond at 
entry seventeen, the workers were 
forced to relay stretches of track 
torn up by the detonation.

K em m erer and the adjoining oal 
settlem ent of Frontier were in mourn­ 
ing today as preparations w ent for­ 
ward for the burial of the dead. 
A general public funeral probably 
will he held for the victims. 
At Frontier, the widows, children, 
and others left by the unfortunate 
miners were stunned today by the 
suddenness of the

ILK or thin cream with fruit 
Juices fresh or canned and a 
well-beaten egg white added toward 
the last of the freezing makes a 
dish fit for king or queen. 
Strawberry 
Sherbet. — As 
this 
fruit is so universally a favorite 
one cannot go wrong In serving it 
to any group of people. One quart 
of this sherbet will serve four to 
six people. Measure two cupfuls of 
the crushed fruit* crush It with a 
potato masher, add one cupful of 
sugar, and let It stand In the ice 
chest for three hours. 
Whip one 
cupful of cream and fold Into the 
crushed fruit carefully. Pour into 
a freeser and freeze as usual. 
Strawberry Sherbet.—Take two 
cupfuls of strawberry pulp made 
by mashing the berries. 
Boil one 
and one-half cupfuls of sugar and 
two cupfuls of water ten minutes. 
-Soften a half teaspoonful of gelatin 
In two tablespoonfuls of cold water 
and add to the hot sirup. Now add 
the Juice of half a lemon and one- 
half cupful of orange juice to the 
strawberry mixture; add the sirup 
when cool and freeze. 
Add the 
beaten egg white with two table­ 
spoonfuls of sugar when the mix­ 
ture is partly frozen and continue 
freezing. 
Raspberry Juice, remov­ 
ing the seeds, may be prepared in 
the same way and Is especially de­ 
licious. 
Pineapple Cream Sherbet.—Take 
two cupfuls of grated fresh pine­ 
apple, cover with a cupful of sugar, 
let stand three hours, fold In one 
cupful of cream whipped until stiff 
and freeze. 
Apricot Cream Sherbet.—Meas­ 
u re two cupfuls of canned apricots 
which have been mashed through 
th e potato ricer. Cover with three- 
fourths of a cupful of sugar and let 
stand three hours. 
Fold in one 
cupful of cream whipped. 
The 
fresh fruit may be used, adding a 
cupful of sugar.

HAROLD BELL WRIGHT OUT WITH 
A NEW ADVENTURE ROMANCE 


THE MINE WITH THE IRON] DOOR,” has been slowly evolving 
DOOR. a Nezu Novel by Harold 
3ell Wright.

When I was running a canteen 
in France during the war I noticed 
that the boys who came to get a 
book from the haphazard collec­ 
tion that filled the little bookshelf 
that made up our library, almost 
always asked for ‘‘something by 
Harold Bell Wright, please." 
If 
the three or four books of his I 
had were out, they would take any­ 
thing else I suggested. But it was 
Harold Bell Wright against the 
field, with Wright winning every 
time. His novels sped from hand 
to hand and were bespoken days 
ahead. 
Naturally I wondered at this 
preference. And presently I asked 
one of the boys what it was that 
made him prefer Mr. Wright to 
any other author. He was not used 
to expressing his critical opinion, 
but he finally managed to come out 
with this: 
“I don’t know as it’s the story 
so much, but you see he kind of 
gets at what I’ve tried to think 
myself, and he writes it so’s I can 
get hold of it And then he sure 
does know a lot of nice American 
girls and puts them into his books.” 
In fact, Wright's novels ap­ 
pealed both to his mhid and to his 
heart. 
When he read a book he 
wanted, not literature, but an inter­ 
pretation of life as he had met it, 
a clarifying of ideas he vaguely 
sensed but was unable to def*ne, 
and he wanted the society of a 
girl who embodied his ideal of 
woman, and who was yet close, un­ 
derstandable, companionable. 
He, 
in his hundreds of thousands, is 
America. And it is for him that 
Wright makes his books. For him 
and the different members of his 
family. 
Wright knows 
through 
long experience their problems, 
their hopes and their trials. 
He 
knows where and why they fail, he 
knows their strong virtues, he has 
felt their hardships. 
He has the 
gift of expression they lack, and 
he is passionately desirous of help­ 
ing them to solve their problems, 
achieve their hopes. His books are 
messages.

He sees that certain things 
are wrong in the life of today, and 
he hopes to help in the righting of 
them. The work! is no millennium, 
and Wright does not hesitate to 
throw shadows into his pictures of 
life, but he believes the sun to be 
more permanent and more powerful 
than the darkness, and he tries to 
get his readers to see that in their 
own hands lie the remedies for 
what is wrong and oppressive. 
It is two years this summer since 
Harold Bell Wright’s last novel 
was published. 
His new book, 
“THYM INE W ITH THE IRON

for his books. He has his message* 
his desire to help in this book as 
in the others. 
He speaks in it to 
his millons of readers with toe 
same simple clearness, the same 
passionate conviction, which they 
expect and from which he cannot 
depart.

Dr. Ernest H. Cherrington, general 
secretary 
of 
the 
World 
League 
Against Alcoholism, who has just re­ 
turned Lorn a survey of European 
countries, declared he Is convinced 
that Germany may become one 
of 
the first prohibition 
countries 
of 
Europe. 
Economic 
conditions 
are 
the main factor, he said. 
He said the German Government 
has proposed severe restrictions In a 
new licence measure, which was in­ 
troduced in June in the Reichstag. 
According to him, local option is pro­ 
vided for in the proposed legislation. 
A two-thirds vote would be required 
to change conditions in any commun­ 
ity. 
As another indication, 
he said, 
liquor-seliing establishments, 
undei 
recent laws, are not permitted to 
sell alcoholic drinks to persons un­ 
der 20 years of age and are not per­ 
mitted to remain open after 
mid­ 
night. Another provision is that beer 
and certain nonalcoholic 
beverages 
only are permitted to be sold after 
IO o’clock. 
Dr. Cherrington asserted 
temper­ 
ance sentiment is making good prog­ 
ress in Continental countries. Since 
the war, he said. 17,904 liquor places 
have closed in Italy. In every coun­ 
try, according to him, there is an 
organization more cr less compara­ 
ble to the Antisaloon League, work­ 
ing for prohibition.
